Kissinger’s deal 

GENEVA, Dec. 8 (R). — Rhode¬ 
sian Prime Minister Ian Smith 
said today the Geneva conference 
on Rhodesia’s future would have 
to be adjourned if it rejected an 
agreement he made with U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissin¬ 
ger for the territory’s transition 
to black majority rule. 

Mr. Smith, speaking to report¬ 
ers after returning to Geneva fol¬ 
lowing an absence of more than a 
month, said he had come back to 
ask again for acceptance of the 
accord by the black nationalist 
delegations and the British Chai¬ 
rman of the conference. 

The agreement would give whi¬ 
tes an effective veto power and 
control over the army and police 
in an interim multiracial govern¬ 
ment. 


TEL AVTV, Dec. 8 (R). — Israeli Foreign. Minister Yigal Allon now 
believes Israel should give up the occupied Gaza Strip in any peace 
settlement with the Arabs, political colleagues reported today. 

They said he had changed his mind about the so-called Allon Plan 
which he put forward after the 1967 war and which would have 
Incorporated the Gaza Strip within Israel. 

At a dosed meeting of Labour members of parliament last night- 
Mr. Allon said: *T now realise that it is impossible to relocate the 
300,000 Palestinians refugees in the strip in the northern Sinai region, 
as I bad originally considered. 

"And as the presence of another 300,000 Arabs in Israel would 
upset the demographic balance, I now think we should consider giving 
up the Gaza Strip under a peace agreement,” he was quoted as saying. 

Under the Allon Plan, Israel's political eastern border would be 
In the hflla of Judea and Samaria north and south of Jerusalem. A 
string of settlements would be maintained in the Jordan Valley as a 
defence screen but populated hill regions would be retumd to Jordan.

TOKYO, Dec, 8 (R). — Japanese 
Prime Minister Takeo Miki, 69, is 
expected to confirm his intention 
of resigning in two or three days, 
following the failure of his Liberal 
Democratic Party (LDP) to obtain 
the required working majority of 
seats in the Diet. 

The announcement was made 
today by the chief cabinet Secret¬ 
ary Ichitaro Ide. 

Mr. Miki’s rival and former de¬ 
puty Mr. Takeo Fukuda, 71. is 
considered the likeliest candidate 
to succeed him as leader of the 
party and as premier. 

Prices on the Tokyo stock mar¬ 
ket today recorded their second 
highest rise in the year as Japan’s 
business world showed its appro¬ 
val of Mr. Fukuda coming to pow¬ 
er. 

Mr. Fukuda, a financial expert 
and former director general of the 
Economic Planning Agency, has 
the support of big business and 
two thirds of LDP members of the 
lower house of the Diet. He favo¬ 
urs measures to reflate the econ¬ 
omy. 

Mr. Miki indicated yesterday 
that he may step down shortly to 
take responsibility for the LDP's 
loss of a working majority in the 
lower house for the first rime in 
21 years. 

An U)P caucus is expected to 
choose a new leader to nominate 
for premiership later this month. 
The next prime minister is to be 
elected at a special Diet session 
scheduled for Dec. 25. 

Analysts said there was an out¬ 
side possibility of the LDP choos¬ 
ing someone other than Mr. Fuku¬ 
da, due to the hostility still being 
expressed against Mr. Fukuda by 
Mr. Miki’s supporters, in additi¬ 


on, the electorate showed it was 
in the mood for younger leader¬ 
ship. 

Finance Minister Masayoshi Oh- 
ira, 66, Foreign Minister Zentaro 
Kosaka, 64, and former Foreign 
Minister Kiichi Miyazawa, 57, 
were among alternative names 
mentioned. 

Informed sources said that in 
return for submitting to mounting 
pressures to step down, the 69- 
year-old prime minister was seek¬ 
ing a pledge from the party to 
reform itself. 

He wants the party to revise 
its system of electing its leader 
- - who automatically becomes ■ 
premier when the party is in po¬ 
wer - - to institute a code of poli¬ 
tical ethics, to .make a thorough 
investigation into the Lockheed 
scandal and to give younger me¬ 
mbers more opportunities. 

Mr. Miki regards the leadership 
election system as a source of cor¬ 
ruption which lost the party some 
of its support. 

His proposed revision of the 
present system, which sets no 
limits to the amount of money 
that can be spent by candidates, 
would not damage Mr. Fukuda's 
chances. 

Chief cabinet Secretary Mr. Ide 
told reporters Mr. Miki would pre¬ 
sent his proposals for reform to 
the party executive in two or three 
days and “this action will mean 
his official expression of the inte¬ 
ntion to resign from public serv¬ 
ice.” 

Mr. Miki's followers today criti¬ 
cised Mr. Fukuda for disrupting 
party unity before the election by 
stepping down as deputy premier 
to challenge Mr, Miki.

Waldheim formally 
appointed by il.N. 

UNTED NATIONS, Dec. 8, (R). — 
The U.N. General Assembly tod¬ 
ay formally appointed Dr. Kurt 
Waldheim of Austria to a second 
five-year term as United Nations 
Secretary General. 

The 146 Nation body acted by 
acclamation in response to a unan¬ 
imous recommendation by the 
Security Council. 

Mr. Waldheim, who will be 58 
on Dec. 21. was first appointed 
in 1971 to succeed Mr. U Thant 
of Borma. His new mandate will 
run until Dec. 31, 1981. 

One of Mr. Waldheim’s priorit¬ 
ies is expected to be a new effort 
to reconvene the Geneva confere¬ 
nce on the Middle East. This has 
been blocked primarily by Israel’s 
refusal to deal with the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation, which 
the U.N. has said must be a part¬ 
icipant.

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Mr. Sarkis’ task 

The process taking place in Lebanon these days could set 
the stage for how things turn out in that country for the next 
several years. The process is a double one; it includes the job 
of establishing a new government and state services that can 
do their tasks, as well as maintaining the still precarious 
ceasefire until such time as both the reasons to make war 
and the material capacity to make war are removed from the 
landscape, or at least significantly reduced. In other words, 
the process taking place now under the diligent toil of Presi¬ 
dent Elias Sarkis is the birth of a new L« ban on. And from what 
has happened in that country, nothing less than this kind of 
total metamorphosis will give the Lebanese any real chance 
to live again in peace and quiet. 

But the task faces one gigantic danger — a relapse into 
the traditional ways of doing things in Lebanon. If President 
Sarkis succumbs to this, he shall doom his country for many 
years to come. By a relapse into old ways we mean specifically 
that President Sarkis should go about n amin g his prime minis¬ 
ter and forming his government according to what he properly 
sees to be the needs and wishes of the Lebanese people. It has 
been his correct thinking that a government of technocrats 
is the thing the country needs most to revitalise the machinery 
of state. His danger is that the deranged old men of Lebanese 
politics will try to pressure him into slipping back into the 
traditional system by which specific religious-political groups 
apportioned power and wealth in Lebanon. That system was 
a monstrosity devoid of all justice, compassion or meaning. 
It was nothing more than a reflection of human greed at its 
worst, and it was very much responsible for the manner in 
which greedy men became barbaric men during the 19 months 
of warfare in Lebanon. They have nothing to show for their 
deeds. 

These old warlords in Lebanon have been neutralised now 
for perhaps the first time in their history. While they are not 
out of the picture, they certainly no longer dominate it. The ; 
combined task of President Sarkis and the Syrian and Arab 1 
peace-keeping troops he has at his command is to further I 
minimise the grip that the “traditional” Lebanese leaders have 
held over the country. President Sarkis should Consult them 
out of courtesy, but little else. He should tell them what the 
new Lebanon will look like, and inform them of the new. faces 
he has chosen to bring this about. But if they try to invoke their 
old “veto” powers in the matter of political appointments. 
President Sarkis should politely ignore them, if not arrest them. 

The mad war in Lebanon was very much the natural 
consequence of a system that cared for little more than the 
accumulation of private wealth at the expense of the public 
welfare. A system that exhibited madness and anarchy in days 
of peace proved that it could be equally senseless in days of 
war, and it was. If the senile people who claim to speak for 
the Lebanese people now step forth to reclaim their old national 
power seats, they should be sent back to their villages and be 
made to understand that the process of rebuilding Lebanon has 
no room for vultures. 

The danger is that it is difficult to each old dogs new 
tricks, and it has become clear already this week that the old 
men of Lebanon are trying to wiggle their way back into 
their positions of prominence and control. It is President 
Sarkis’ most important task this week to make it clear that 
the old days are over, and the old tricks no longer work. If 
he is serious about building a new Lebanon, and of serving 
all the'Lebanese people, he will do this quickly and forcef ull y.

Furniture plant to be 
set up with British help

of furniture materials in Amman, it was announced; last week. 

To be known as Contraplan ( Amman) Limited, the’new company 
will base its manufacturing plans on the range of furniture now pro¬ 
duced by two of the CM. Bracken Holdings Group of Companies 
in Rugby, England. 

The Jordanian factory will be completed and ready to receive the 
first shipments of material and machinery from the U.K. in two months 
time. It is anticipated that the new company will achieve sales worth 
£.5 million next year, rising to a projected turn-over of £4 million 
by 1980. 

In the initial stages, all furniture will be shipped to Jordan in 
component form for assembly under U.K. supervision. When, the 
Jordanian work force is adequately skilled the company will have 
total independence in all departments of manufacture. 

Mr. Bracken, chairman of CMB companies, admits that the.link 
with Jordan has been fortuitous, coming at a time when his own 
expansion plans were being tempered by the British economic 
recession. 

“My agreement with the Jordanians is being financed without 
restrictions. I have been given a free band to determine factory size, 
choice of machinery, equipment and services and it has been made 
perfectly clear that money is no object when it comes to industrialisa¬ 
tion in the area”. He went on to say that he has an open-ended budget 
and the freedom to specify and to buy whatever he needs to create 
the most modem and fully-equipped factory in Jordan.

Genoa clears its World War II mines 


GENOA. Northern Italy (AFP). — This major Mediterranean 
port and harbour has been finally cleared of German mines 31 
years after the end of World War Two, the authorities announ¬ 
ced last week. 

On April 25, 1945 German troops fleeing from the allied 
advancing armies sowed thousands of mines here. But when 
the order was given to blow them up an Italian partisan ans¬ 
wered the telephone instead of a German officer in charge of 
the operation.

A 10 per cent price Increase, 
says the International Air Trans¬ 
port Association (IATA), would 
add at least $250 million to air¬ 
line operating costs around the 
world. Higher prices for fuel, says 
Great Plains Wheat, Inc., would 
bring “substantially higher” U.S. 
farm production costs. 
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The USSR is pushing forward with further specialisation and concentration of agricultural produc¬ 
tion. Greater prosperity' will be achieved through greater inter-farm cooperation and agro-industrial 
integration. 


The Soviet Baltic Republic of Lithuania has considerable experience of industrialisation of 
the countryside. This process was stimulated by the adoption of a new agrarian policy at the March 
1965 meeting of the Central Committee of the Communist Party. Purchase prices were raised consi¬ 
derably on agricultural produce (retail prices remained at the previous level), rural localities began 
receiving more machinery and fertilisers, and land improvement proceeded on a grand scale. Large- 
scale specialised inter-collective farm and inter-state farm associations -- agro-industrial complexes 
-- came into existence. They now number more than 150. 
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Work has become much easier in the agro-industrial complexes, while earnings are higher 
than average urban earnings. One-fourth of the able-bodied population of Lithuania is engaged in agri¬ 
culture. This sector now accounts for one-third of the national income of the republic. The grain 
crop yield has doubled in the past ten years, but this is not the ceiling. The republic has reserves 
for further development of agricultural production, which would further raise the living standard of 
the peasants. 
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As m the past, improvements remain highly important for the growth of agricultural produc¬ 
tivity in the republic. Lithuania is situated in a zone of overmoistening, and, therefore, drainage of 
swamps has increased ploughed land by nearly 2 million hectares. Thanks to reclamation, ploughed 
land will increase by another million hectares in the next five years. Agricultural productivity is 
planned to rise by 20-25 per cent, while the income of tit’ peasants will go up by another 20 per 
cent.

If you consider the possi¬ 
bilities, occasionally you can 
unearth a surprising way to 
develop a suit. South showed 
exemplary technique to land 
a difficult spade slam on this 
hand from a recent rubber 
bridge game. 

South was slightly opti¬ 
mistic when he viewed his 
hand as good enough to force 
to game via a cue-bid' of 
opener’s suit. We favor a 
takeout double followed by a 
jump in spades at his next 
turn, to allow for the possi¬ 
bility that partner held little 
or nothing. As it was, there 
are those who might chastise 
North for not trying for a 
grand slam, even though six 
spades was in some danger. 

West led the king of dia¬ 
monds, and declarer realized 
at once that he had prob¬ 
lems. West was marked For 


every missing high card on 
the auction, so even if de¬ 
clarer discarded a heart on 
the ace of diamonds, there 
was the possibility that he 

would lose two clubs. 

There were two lines of 
play: to hope that West had 
started with only two clubs 
to the king: or to hope that 

West had started with no 
trumps. In view of West’s 
aggressive bidding and the 

fact that he had risked a 
rather dangerous diamond 
lead rather than a safe 
trump, declarer elected to 
play East for all three miss¬ 
ing trumps. 

He won the ace of dia¬ 
monds and continued the 
jack, discarding two clubs 
from his hand! West won the 
queen. With no better re¬ 
turn, West continued dia¬ 
monds and dummy’s ten 
won as South discarded the 

queen of clubs. 

Declarer cashed the ace 
of clubs, entered dummy 
with the nine of trumps and 

ruffed a club. He reentered 
dummy with the queen of 
trumps and ruffed another 

club, setting up the remain- 
‘ ing club. All that was left to 
-*Ho was to cross to dummy 
with the ace of spades, draw¬ 
ing East's last trump, and 
discard the queen of hearts 
on the good club. An elegant 
loser-on-loser play landed 
the contract.

How America can get out of its work apathy... 


By Fred Rudge 

NEW YORK, (CSM). — Popular 
notion in the United States has 
it that "nobody wants to work 
anymore." 

It is said that “workers are 
interested only in pay and benef¬ 
its" : “the puritan work ethic is 
dead and buried" : and “those un¬ 
der 30 have no morals, no wor¬ 
thwhile goals, and are difficult or 
impossible to manage." 

In the nation’s interest, it is high 
time that these sacred cows be 
-slaughtered. People get more job 
satisfaction out of doing a good 
job than a sloppy one. 

Judging by more than 20,000 
off-the-record interviews over the 
last quarter century, 90 per cent 
plus of the country's workers want 
to do the best job of which they 
are capable. 

The reason they don’t is not 
laziness, stupidity, or lack of skill 
and experience. It is that most 
work is done in an organisational 
climate that stifles interest, kills 
initiative and inevitably produces 
frustration and a “to-heck-with-it- 
alF’ attitude. 

Hie answers, and there are an¬ 
swers, lie first in the hands of 
management. Granted, in times of 
war. management can perform 
production miracles - - as it did 
in World War II. Granted, in times 
of peace. American management 
has no peer in such areas as devel¬ 
opmental research, marketing and 
finance. 

But in utilising their human res¬ 
ources, particularly supervisors 
and hourly workers, most compa¬ 
nies are 30 years behind the times. 
Companies manage autocratically. 
In a democracy, where people are 
proud, such -management becomes 
less effective as each day passes. 

The answer for management is 
to involve all of its people in ope¬ 
rational problem solving. Invol¬ 
vement doesn't cost a nickel, the 
people enjoy greater job satisfac¬ 
tion, the company makes more 
money. Some 30 major corpora¬ 
tions are experimenting with such 
involvement and to date have achi¬ 
eved spectacular results.

Finally, a word of advice to the 
distinguished leaders of American 
industry who are rightly worried 
about business credibility, the 
Achilles heel of the private sector. 
They should not spend their money 
on television sponsorship of cul¬ 
tural events or, in the case of the 
oil industry, on commercials sta¬ 
ting “we love the fish that swim 
around our offshore rigs." 

The same money - - spent on an 
individual, company-by-company 
basis to Involve its own people 
in operations improvements - - will 
vastly increase the company’s cre¬ 
dibility with its own people. 

Nor should business leadership 
forget that in the aggregate the 
83 million people who work in the 
private sector constitute the lar¬ 
gest single voting bloc in every 
federal, state and virtually every 
major city election in the nation. 

Unions tend to be as backward 
in their sphere as management is 
in its sphere. Wages and benefits 


are the traditional area of labour- 
management contract bargaining. 

Added wages and benefits are 
crucial to incumbent union lead¬ 
ers, who don’t want to lose their 
jobs, but ... that’s not the whole 
story. Workers want good pay, 
but they also hunger after more 
satisfying jobs. 

It is high time that management 
and labour leaders ease off in their 
outmoded mutually-anta go rustic 
approach and together examine the 
neglected area of better human- 
resource utilisation. 

Where tested, it has paid off 
for management, the unions and 
the workers. The men and women 
who labour in the factories and 
offices across the country are a 
key element of America’s strength 
and continuing liberty. 

(Mr. Rudge, whose book “The 
Key to Increased Productivity" 
soon will be published, is a con¬ 
sultant on labour - management 
employee relations.)

• CAIRO, Dec. 8 (R). — Egyptian Vice President Hosni Mubarak 
returned home today at the end of a 24-hour visit to Khartoum on 
future Arab strategy in the Middle East. 

During his visit, Mr. Mubarak conveyed a message from Presi¬ 
dent Sadat to Sudanese President Jaafar Nimeiry. 

Egypt and Sudan are discussing steps for economic and poli¬ 
tical integration of their two countries. They are also bound by a 
mutual defence agreement. 

Mr. Mubarak had already toured a number of Gulf states, Saudi 
Arabia, Iraq and Syria last-month on similar missions. 

W WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AFP). — Italian Prime Minister Giulio 
Andreotti left here today after a two-day official visit with a U.S. 
pledge to help Italy out of its economic difficulties. 

Authoritative sources said the American aid would involve a 
line of credit which the Andreotti government could tap if necessary. 
Its main goal, however, would be as a guarantee which would limit 
speculation against the troubled lira, the sources said. 

# MADRID, Dec. 8 (AFP). — A wave of strikes has hit Spain a 
few days ahead of the referendum on political reform, and an 
increase in stoppages was generally expected.

The market closed firmer Wednesday after earlier small falls 
were erased on lack of selling interest. Some dealers ascribed rises to 
an optimistic economic survey from a stockbroking firm, while others 
thought that the interim figures from GEC affected sentiment. 

At 15.-00 the F.T. index was up 3.7 at 323.5. 

Government stocks were higher by around 3/16 in shorts after 
the government broker withdrew his price for the short “tap” stock.
